James M. Jones, 79 Years 
Old, Hit on Kirkwood- 
Ferguson Line Near 
Washington University. 


James M. Jones, 79 years old, 
secretary of the Masonic Temple 
Association, was killed about 7:30 
this morning when struck by a one- 
man Kirkwood-Ferguson street car 
at the Trinity avenue crossing in 
University City, across from the 
Washington University campus. 

The accident was witnessed by 
his son-in-law, Ray A. Burns, who 
lives at the Jones home, 6916 
Pershing avenue, University City. 
Burns had left home a few min- 


utes ahead of his father-in-law and 
was waiting for a street car on the 
south side of the tracks. 

As Jones started across the 
tracks, Burns said, he was struck 
by a westbound car, and dragged 
50 feet down the right of way. The 
sun was sHining directly in the face 
of Jones, Burns said, and he 
thought for that reason his father- 
in-law had not seen the street car. 
The car was going at full speed, 
he said, and no warning was 
sounded. An open verdict was re- 
turned at an inquest. 

Burns returned home and ob- 
tained an automobile in which he 
took his father-in-law to ‘St. 
Mary’s Hospital, where he was 
pronounced dead of a fractured 
skull and other injuries. 

Jones was active in Masonic or- 
ganizations and when he left home 
intended to go to the Masonic Tem- 
ple at 3681 Lindell boulevard where 
he had an office.

WIFE KILLS SELF 
ND CHILDREN TO 
AID HER HUSBAND 


Nearly Puts End to His Life, 
Too, When She Turns on 

Gas in Home at Mineola, 
N. Y. 


HE HAD BEEN SUED 
FOR ALIENATION 


When Family Retired, He 
Was Out With Woman in 
Case Who Had Been 
Dinner Guest. 


By the Associated Press. 

MINEOLA, N. X., Oct. 17.—Mrs. 
Guy Phillips and her two children 
were found dead of gas in their 
Woodmere home today and the 
District Attorney expressed the 
opinion that Mrs. Phillips had kill- 
ed herself and the children “it put 
an end to all her husband’s prob- 
lems.“ 

If this was Mrs. Phillips’ plan, it 
almost caused the death of her 
husband as well. 

Phillips, a dramatic coach, 
first met his wife when he was 
studying in England. He gave the 
first warning of the tragedy to po- 
lice. 

Phillips, 35 years old, had been 
named defendant less than two 
weeks ago in a $50,000 alienation 
suit filed by Joseph Seltzer, a sales- 
man, also a resident of Woodmere. 
Phillips was free in $1500 bail in 
connection with the suit. A 

Last night, the District Attorney 
learned, Mrs. Seltzer was a dinner 
guest at the Phillips home, at 
which he said plans were discussed 
for divorces in both families so 
that Phillips and Mrs. Seltzer could 
marry. Seltzer was said to have 
invited to the dinner confer- 
ence, but declined. , 

Wife’s Advice at Dinner. 

Oné of the last things Mrs. Phil. 
lips said at the dinner, the Dis- 
trict Attorney said, was: “Make 
up your mind what you want to do 
and don’t change it.” 

After the dinner Phillips walked 
home with Mrs. Seltzer and then 
returned to his own home. The 
door of the room where Mrs. Phil- 
lips slept with one child and the 
door of the room where the other 
child slept was closed, he told the 
District Attorney, ahd he went to 
sleep in a front room. 

About 7 o’clock this morning 
he awoke, he said and smelled 
gas. He found the doors which had 
been closed last night standing 
open and gas pouring from several 
jets. 

He closed the jets, he said, and 
then telephoned police. A police- 
man found Phillips, clad in paja- 
mas and-a bath robe, unconscious 
on the floor and the house filled 
with gas. The body of 32-year-old 
Mrs. Phillips was found in her bed- 
room, fully clothed, including a 
street coat. On the bed was the 
body of their nine-year-old daugh- 
ter, Norma, and on the floor of 
another bedroom, in which Phillips 
was found, was the body of the 
couple’s six-year-old son, Chris- 
topher. * 

Didn't Want to Stand in Way. 
Phillips was taken to a hospital 
where he regained consciousness 
and from his statements and that 
of Mrs. Seltzer the authorities re- 
constructed the events. 

“It seems to me,” said the Dis- 
trict Attorney, that Mrs. Phillips 
decided that by removing herself 
and the two children she would put 
an end to all of her husband’s prob- 
lems. She had told some of her 
neighbors a few days ago that she 
might do away with herself and 
the children. I believe she did it 
because of her love for him and so 
as not to stand in his way.” 

He said no charges would be 
placed against Mrs. Seltzer. 
Seltzer, in his suit against Phil- 
lips, alleged that on Aug. 6 Phil- 
lips called at his home and openly 
professed love for Mrs. Seltzer. He 
also alleged Phillips exerted an in- 
fluence over Mrs. Seltzer that 
caused her to attempt suicide, and, 
failing in this, she deserted her 
husband and took their three chil- 
dren to live with her mother in 
Brooklyn. 

Phillips, said the District Attor- 
ney, is an Oxford graduate and a 
very brilliant man, but “there was 
a conflict apparently between the 
duty to his wife and his love for 
the other woman.”

Hunters Hunt in Vain. 

Hotchkiss, armed with a subma- 
chine gun, did his work quickly 
and without ostentation, None of 
the hunting party saw him land on 
the island, which is about a half 
mile long and 300 feet wide at its 
broadest part, and none of the 
hunters heard the discharge of his 
machine gun. 

After he had bagged his prey the 
deputy took the carcasses to 
Thebes, III., across the river, and 


: dufing the afternoon re 


them to Commerce,’ At that tinier 
about 8 o’clock, the hunt was still 
going full blast, with Wright's 
party beating the willows and 
tramping across the island’s sand 
flats in search of the lionesses. 

Finding no trace of the animals, 
the hunters returned finally to 
Commerce, where they learned that 
their quarry had been killed sev- 
eral hours before. 

So inauspiciously ended the idea 
that was conceived two. weeks ago 
when Wright, who lives in Brent- 
wood, St. Louis County, bought the 
10-months-old animals from a 
broken down circus, paying a $15 
cartage bill from East St. Louis to 
his home. 

Provided Own Quarry. 

The party set out from Brent- 
wood Friday night and traveled 453 
miles before putting up Saturday 
evening at Benton with everyone, 
including the lionesses, tired and 
out of humor. During the trip 
Wright had almost been persuaded 
to abandon the project and give 
the animals to the zoo at Spring- 
field, Mo., but within 20 miles of 
Springfield he decided to go ahead 
with the hunt and turned toward 
Benton. 
In Wright’s plan for the hunt, 
not even the traditional Chinaman’s 
chance was accorded the beaten 
quarry, which have been the vic- 
tims of shoddy treatment at the 
hands of man sinee they were born 
in captivity 10 months ago. The 
island, a sand bar overgrown with 
willows, afforded them not the 
slightest chance of concealment, 
so that even a Deputy Sheriff, un- 
tytored in the ways of jungle 
beasts, found and killed them with- 
out much trouble. 

Boats Block Escape. 

Even the river offered them no 
chance of escape. One of the ex- 
pedition’s two motorboats was 10 
cruise around the island during the 
chase to out off escape if they 
should take to the water. From 
the bank hundreds of residents of 
this community watched the hunt’s 
preliminaries. Many were armed

JUDGE PARK'S CAREER 
IN PLATTE COUNTY 


New Democratic Nominee for 
Governor Ruddy and Ro- 
bust, 60 Years Old. 


Judge Guy Brasfield Park, like 
his older friend, the late Francis: 
M. Wilson, was a native of Platte 
City, and a lifelong resident of 
Platte County, on Missouri's central 
western border. Like Wilson, he 
served in his early legal career as 
City Attorney of Platte City and as 
Prosecuting Attorney of the coun- 
ty. 

In the late 50s, when “Bleeding 
Kansas” held the nation's atten- 
tion, two men bearing the surname 
of Park were prominent in Platte 
County. One was Thomas W. Park, 
a Kentucky man and an adherent 
of the South, who a little later 
served in the Confederate army, 
and in after years was , Office- 
holder at Jefferson City. He was 
the father of Judge Guy B. Park. 

The other Park, not a relative of 
Thomas W., was ‘George Park, 
Northern man, abolitionist and 
supporter of the Kansas free-state 
movement, who founded a news- 
paper in Platte City, and saw his 
printing press thrown into the Mis- 
souri River by a Mob which drove 
him out of the State. 
Parkville, in Platte County, and 
Park College, still located there, 
were named for George Park. 

Guy B. Park was born June 10. 
1872. At that time his father, 
who was a lawyer, was running a 
newspaper at Platte City, which 
was first the Reveille, then the 
Landmark, and which still con- 
tinues under the latter name, but 
under another ownership. 

The son was educated in Gaylord 
Institute, Platte City, a school 
founded by Prof. F. G. Gaylord, 
second husband of Thomas W. 
Park’s mother, and step-grandfa- 
ther of Guy Park. The school was 
for girls, but young Park and 
Francis M. Wilson attended it as 
boys, and Park was its only male 
graduate, The school, which Judge 
Park’s mother conducted after 
Prof. Gaylord’s death, has long 
been closed, ‘ 

Park also attended the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, and was gradu- 
ated from its law department in 
1896. After several terms of serv- 
ice as City Attorney and County 
Prosecutor, he was elected to the 
Circuit bench in 1922, and re-elect- 
ed in 1928. Hias circuit, the Fifth, 
comprises Platte, Clinton, DeKalb, 
Andrew and Holt counties. 

Judge Park is not an utter novice 
in State-wide campaigning. He was 
the close friend and adviser of Wil- 
son, and in Wilson's:two campaigns 
for the governorship, when the 
candidate himself was handicapped 
by illness, Park, as he expressed 
it, “laid aside judicial dignity,” and 
made speeches for him. 

He was married in 1909 to Miss 

Eleanora Gabbert of Weston, 
Platte County. They have one 
daughter, Miss Henrietta Park, a 
graduate of the University of Mis- 
sourl, and teacher of English in 
Platte City High School, Judge 
Park is a member of the Christian 
Church and of the Masonic frater- 
nity. - 
At 60, Judge Park is ruddy, 
gray-haired, and of a physical ro- 
bustness which contrasts with the 
lifelong frailty. of his deceased 
friend. He speaks in a noticeably 
deep voice, but in an easy and col- 
joqulal manner. He looks like a 
ju.ige,” his friends at Platte City 
say. An acquaintance spoke of him 
as one “who never got excited in 
hig lite.“

The paper, presented at the 


White House, bore the signatures 
of 180 of the 1000 economists who 
in May, 1930, petitioned the Pres- 
ident to veto the Hamley-Smoot 
tariff act. : 
That earlier petition, said yester- 
day’s paper, “gave clear warning 
of the harmful consequences of the 
tariff act of 1930, with its sweep- 
ing pward revision of ratesat the 
outset of a depression. 

“We were convinced from our 
study of this question and from 
an analysis of the bill, that it woul: 
work disaster upon the foreign 
trade and the domestic economy of 
the United States. These conclu- 
sions have been confirmed by 
events.“ 

The petition said the record is 
conclusive” that both the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff and its 1922 prede- 
cessor “caused foreign nations to 
enact. retaliatory tariffs directly 
aimed at the American producer. 

“The presidential office is vested 
with power, through negotiation 
and conference,“ it continued, to 
remove unfair and discriminatory 
trade barries and to promote the 
reduction of excessive tariff duties 
by diplomatic action. We respect- 
fully petition you, after three years 
of depression, to institute such ne- 
gotiations without further de- 
ay... 

“We respectfully petition you in 
the present crisis to exercise the 
powers of the presidential office 
under the flexible provisions of the 
law, to eliminate the inequalitics 
of the Hawley-Smoot act, espec- 
ially those which are causing re- 
taliation abroad. We urge such a 
tion convinced that it is of supreme 
public interest to the United States 
and essential to world recovery, 

Bonbright’s announcement of the 
petition stated that a majority of 
the signers were professors of eco- 
nomics or political economy and 
virtually all held post-graduate de- 
grees. Sixty-seven universities, col-

EINSTEIN'S ESTIMATE 


Says, Recent Observations Indi- 
caté Planet Originated 
10 Billion Years Ago. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Oct. 17.—Dr. Albert 


Einstein, the eminent scientist, pre- 
sented observations yesterday 


which may indicate that the earth 
is several billion years older thay 
scientists generally have calculated. 
Lecturing on “the conception of 
space,” Binstein said the universe 
was in a state of expansion which 
possibly had been progressing fer 
10,000,000,000 years. Asserting that 
the calculation at present could 
not be proved, Einstein said, how- 
ever, that the birth of the earth 
might be linked up with the begin- 
ning of this expansion period. 
Einstein cited the recent obser- 
vations of astronomers, particular- 
ly the work of Dr. Ddwin P. Hub- 
ble of Mount Wilson (Cal.) Obser- 
vatory. Hubble is distinguished 
chiefly for his study of the nebulae 
and the “red shift” in space. 
Einstein said these observations 
indicated there were thousands of 
spiral nebulae in space speeding 
apart at a velocity up to 12,500 
miles a second. 
10 Billion Years of Expansion. 
Dr. Einstein said this expansion 
had been progressing for 10,000,- 
000,000 years and that thére was 
some evidence tending to link the 
beginning of the expansion process 
with the origin of the earth, He said 
this theory aided in the under- 
standing of the process of expan- 
sion in the spiral nebulae, but as- 
serted that the limits of the uni- 
verse could not yet be indicated. 
The newspaper Montag Morgen 
announces that Dr. Einstein will 
divide each year evenly between 
the United States and Germany as 
a resuk of carrespondence between 
the Prussian Ministry of Culture 
and the professor, who offered to 
resign his German connections in 
view of the fact that his work will 
take him to the United States many 
months of the year. 
Previous Bases of Calculation. 
Scientists have been calculating 
the age of the earth on three bases. 
One is upon the age of radioactive 
rock. This ts possible because of 
the fact that radium in such rock 
disintegrates into lead at a clock- 
like rate. Thus the age of such 
rock can be definitely determined 
almost within the period of a 
month of its origin. 
A second source is the amount 
of soluble rock in the ocean. It is 
possible to determine the rate of 
solution of such rock. 
The third method ts by comput- 
ing the formations of the earth’s 
crust as far down as it has been 
examined. 
A co-operative group of scien- 
tists of Yale University, the Na- 
tional Research Council and other 
educational institutions, has recent- 
ly computed the age “of the earth 


at 3,000,000,000 years. —

$13,000,000 FIRE 
INSURANCE REFUND 
ACTION 1S TIED UP 


U. S. Judge Reeves Per- 
manently Bars State From 
Helping Policy-Holders 
Collect Excess Payments. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 17.— 
The State Insurance Department is 
deprived of power to act for the 
fire insurance policyholders of Mis- 
souri in obtaining restitution of ex- 
cess premiums collected by the 
stock fire Insurance companies, 
while a 10 per cent rate reduction 
ordered in 1922 was in litigation, 


under a ruling by Federal District 
Judge A. L. Reeves of Kansas City. 
The ruling was in a proceeding 
by the department to force pay- 
ment of the refunds. 

Judge Reeves, while ruling on a 
jurisdictional question that the 
companies were entitled to trans- 
fer the refund proceeding from the 
Cole County Circuit Court, where 
the department had filed it, to the 
Federal District Court, because of 
a diversity of citizenship held the 
State Superintendent of Insurance 
“has no right to collect the re- 
funds for policyholders.” 

The motion for transfer of the 
proceeding from the State court to 
the Federal court, which was op- 
posed by the department, had been 
pending before Judge Reeves for 
decision for more than a year and 
a half, since arguments were sub- 
mitted to him in February, 1931. 
Attorneys for the Insurance De- 
partment, who have received a 
copy of Judge Reeves’ order over- 
ruling their motion to remand the 
proceeding to the Circuit Court, is- 
sued two, days ago, declared the 
ruling tied the State’s hands in its 
attempt to force the companies to 
fully account for and refund to ap- 
proximately $13,000,000 in excess 
premiums collected in the more 
than seven years’ litigation before 


the 10 per cent reduction order 
finally was sustained. 
The effect of the ruling, if it 


stands unchanged, it was said, 
would be to leave to the companies 
themselves the refunding of the 
excess premiums exacted from pol- 
icyholders. Individual policyhold- 
ers who do not receive their re- 
founds would be compelled to file 
separate suits to recover, it was 
said, instead of the State Insur- 
ance Department carrying on its 
fight to enforce pestitation to all 
policyholders. 

Glenn C. Weatherby, of counsel 
for the department, said a motion 
would be filed asking for reconsid- 
eration of the ruling and elimina- 
tion of thac part of the ruling hold- 
ing the insurance superintendent 
did not have power to collect the 
refunds for policyholders. Attor- 
neys for the department said the 
matter had been presented only on 
the question of jurisdiction and not 
on the merits of the restitution 
proceeding.

reaus, tax relief for the farmer, co-ordi- 
nation of Federal, state and loca] taxa- 
tion, publie economy and relief of unem- 
ployment through ‘economic measures de- 
signed to assist the revival of business 
and not through any form of a dole.

that having no mind of his own he lacks 
one of the essential qualifications for 
leadership. It compels the inference that 
he has been taking lessons in government 
from the very leadership he so vehe- 
mently assails, that he approves and does 
not condemn the policies of the admin- 
istration. Therefore, he has presented 
no case to the American people, and hav- 
ing no case, how can he expect to lead? 

By adopting sound principles of the 
Republican party, the Governor is, of 
course, appealing to the conservative ele- 
ment of the country and is naturally bid- 
ding for the support of business. By as- 
serting that the authority of government 
should be used as a birch rod for th 
contro] of economic power, that the for- 
gotten man must be remembered in the 
conduct ef public and private affairs, 
that the people must have a new deal, 
he bids for the vote of the discontented 
and the dissatisfied. Gov. Roosevelt 
either damns with faint or great praise 
or praises with faint or great damnation, 
permitting political expediency to dictate 
the degree of the praise or damnation. 

The Governor has stated that there is 
not room in the country for two politi- 
cal parties both conservative. Presum- 
ably he intends to classify himself as a 
liberal. Yet while professing liberalism, 
he adopts conservative Republican prin- 
ciples. What is he and what are we to 
expect? Nobody knows. It is asserted 
that the nation needs a change-——a change 
for what? “Sound common sense” (Presi- 
dent Hoover) for a question mark? 
Never. 

The Governor's vacillation between 
conservative and liberal doctrine, his at- 
tempts to please every class of voters 
from large business down to the dissatis- 
fied, leads the American people to believe 
that he accommodates his convictions to 
the demands of his followers and wisely 
presents no concrete program to render 
them effective. And the Governor has 
as audacity to assail Republican leader- 
ship! 

Thus, hig recent trip across the coun- 
try was not productive of any con- 
structive economic policy, nor did it meet 
any issue of.the day squarely. It was 
mere political barnstorming. Some de- 
serving American citizens, instead of be- 
ing really helped in this great emergen- 
cy, have been delicately fooled.

dge John J. Parker of North Carolina wag nominat- 
ed for the Supreme bench, his decision upholding the 
“yellow dog contract” was successfully used to pre- 
vent his confirmation, From a strictly legal point of 
view, Judge Parker had a perfect defense, namely, 
that he was merely following the law as laid down 
by the Supreme Court, However, he waa at liberty 
to note his reservation to the doctrine. He did not ex- 
ercise it and, therefore, Senators considered him as 
approving a contract violating the rights of labor. 
Since Parker's rejection, the “yellow dog contract“ 


‘has been outlawed by act of Congress, 


Somewhat of a sensation was caused by the sena- 
torial attack upon Charles Hughes when his 
name was proposed for the chief-justicesbip, Many of 
the Senators felt that Hughes’ record as a corpora: 
tion lawyer had blinded him to the relative values 
of human rights as against property rights. The ar- 
guments used against him have largely been shattered 
by his subsequent record on the supreme bench, but 
we cannot see that the debate on his nomination was 
wan wise objectionable, Only by such free diseus⸗- 
sions can democracy survive. 

The Bar Association’s resolution is also directed 
against the current senatorial opposition ta the nom- 
inations of Judges Wilkerson and Mackintosh to the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals, Judge Wilker- 
son issued the famous Daugherty injunction in the 
1922 railroad shopmen’s strike. Injunctions against 
labor have’ continually been used in this country as an 
employers’ weapon to deprive workers of their rights 
and, at the last session, Congress passed an anti-in- 
junction law to correct the abuse. It is cited against 
Judge Mackintosh, among other things, that after a 
mob wrecked the I. W. W. hall at Centralia, Wash., 
Armistice Day, 1919, killing four persons, Judge Mack- 
intesh publiely “expressed appreciation of the high 
character of citizenship displayed” by the mob. Judge 
Mackintosh is also charged with sharing Judge Wil- 
kerson’s attitude toward labor. 

If the people must accept judicial decisions without 
eavil, as “fearless and impartial determination” of 
the issues, we are inviting judicial tyranny. A legal- 
istic case might be made for the Dred Scott decision 
and, in faet, has often been made. Ghief Justice 
Hughes has tried te show that Chief Justice Taney, 
author of it, was justified. But even so profound an 
intelleet as Hughes’ ean do nothing for Taney against 
the verdict of history. The country revolted against 
the decision which returned Scott to slavery because 
it violated the good sense and geod morals ef the 
country. Of it, Abraham Lincoln said: 


Familiarize yourself with the chains of bondage 
and you prepare your own limbs to wear them. 
Accustomed to trample on the rights of others, 
you have lost the genius of your own independ- 
ence and become the fit subjects of the first com- 
ing tyrant who rises among you. And let me tell 
you, that all these things are prepared for you by 
the teachings of history, if the elections shall 
promise that the Dred Scott decigion and all fu- 
ture decisions will be quietly acquiesced in by the 


people. 

We have a high regard for the Federal judiciary. 
By and large, it is unsurpassed elsewhere in the world 
for ita wisdom and honesty. But, because we are zeal- 
ous to keep it so, we believe every nominee's record 
should be thoroughly scrutinized and debated by the 
Senate in whose hands the people have entrusted the 
power to confirm or reject, 


“BLACK TOP” OUSTS GRAVEL. 

During the past few months the State Highway 
Department has made excellent progress in convert- 
ing dusty gravel roads all over Missouri into smeoth, 
clean thoroughfares. This marks a new phase of 
the Missouri road system. A decade ago it was 
intended to use concrete on only a few-of the moat 
important routes, and gravel everywhere else. The 
great growth of traffic has forced much extension 
of the concrete. Now comes the new development. 

Gravel is unsatisfactory where traffic has an appre: 
olable volume, and the department has realized that 
fact in time. “Black top” roads are being constructed 
or have been put in service in many districts, They 
consist of mixtures of stone and bituminous material, 
laid upon the old gravel. Comparatively inexpensive, 
these retreads give real relief from dust, mud, skid- 
ding and the danger of flying pebbles, In the pie 
turesque Ozark section particularly, many miles of 


sightseers are reaping the full benefit. 


REMAKING THE STREETS, 

One cannot visit the district below Third street 
without becoming convineed that the narrow streets 
have been a handicap to that quarter.” They are tight 
with traffic. 

Streets are not what they used to be. With auto- 
motive transportation, the volume of traffic is much 
too large for the streets which suited the purposes 
of another time. It is costing an immense amount 
of money to adapt even-some of the streets of any 
big city to modern transport.

as are self-sustaining might be financed by bond is 


sues; (8) That he favored state unemployment in- 
surance supplemented by a system of Federal em- 
ployment offices such as that proposed by Senator 
Wagner; (4) That he regarded the Children's Bu: 
reau as “the last place in which we should seek to 


economise” and favored the “continuance of its fine 


work,“ and (5) That he favored the policy of extend- 
ing vocational education and keeping children in 
schoo! to the age of 16. 

These answers should be highly pleasing to the 
social workers. It is certain that they stand in 
sharp contrast te the policies which have been pur- 
sued by the present administration in the same field. 

Where Secretary Wilbur asserted that the business 
depression was a blessing in disguise to American 
children, assuring them close parental care and “bet- 
ter and more sensible food” than ever before, we find 
Gov. Roosevelt speaking of the threat to child health 
and development which lies in present malnutrition, 

Where Mr. Hoover undertook to emasculate the 
Children's Bureau by turning its health activities over 
to the Treasury Department, we find Mr. Roosevelt 
pledging himself to “continuance of its fine work,” 

Beside the President's consistent opposition to un- 
employment insurance stands the Governor's long 
advocacy of this measure in New York State and 
his initiative in organizing a conference of six Gov: 
ernors of Eastern states which led to the formula- 
tion of a model state unemployment insurance plan. 

Side by side with Mr. Hoover's indefensible veto 


of the Wagner employment exchange bill stands Mr, 


Roogevelt’s statement: “To my very great regret, this 
measure was vetoed by the President.” ) 

In contrast to Mr. Hoover's long opposition to and 
reluctant acquiescence in the use of Federal money 
for emergency relief, we have Gov. Roosevelt's leader- 
ship in obtaining $20,000,000 of relief money for his 
State by doubling its income tax rates, together with 
his positive expression of opinion that “seciety owes 
the definite obligation to prevent the starvation or 
the dire want of any of its fellowmen and women who 
try to maintain themselves but cannot,” and that 
“this obligation extends beyond the states and to the 
Federal Government itself.” 

It is probable that Mr. Hoover, in consequence of 
hig previous reputation as a humanitarian, enjoyed 
the complete confidence of American social workers 
at the beginning of his term of office, Time after 
time in the past four years-—-in refusing to permit 
the Red Cross te accept Federal funds for the relief 
of drouth sufferers; in appointing Doak te head the 
Department of Labor and supporting him in his de- 
portation delirium; in vetoing the Wagner bill; in 
misrepresenting unemployment statistics and in at- 
tempting the dismemberment of the Children's Bu- 
reau—he has preved himself unworthy of this con- 
fidence. 

Mr. Roosevelt's candid statement now leaves no 
question as to where the sympathies of the social 
workers must lie in the present campaign.

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MAKING A JEST OF EDUCATION. 

The Chicago Board of Education has in its hands 
a petition from its unpaid school teachers asking that 
the schools be closed “until such time as the people of 
Chicago realize that the schools are their concern 
and their responsibility.” The teachers have ringing 
in their ears the reply of Orville J, Taylor, a trustee, 
who would favor “replacing any unpaid teachers who 
walk out.” He also adds that “there are thousands 
waiting for their jobs.” : | 

Judging from Chicago’s past record, there is little 
reason for surprise over treatment accorded teachers. 
But after all, why should some unknown teacher be 
paid for telling the children how Horatius defended 
the bridge against Lars Porsena and his Btruscans 
when most children still have before them the vivid 
example of Big Bill Thompson defending the Loop 
from King George and his subjects?

“Princess Alice“ —is not a power 
in politics, does not influence votes 
and legislation. She even wonders 


how such a reputation has come to 
be fastened on her, attributes it, 
sO far as it can be attributed to 
anything, to the fact that when the 
late Theodore Roosevelt, her fath- 
er, became President, she was the 
first girl in the White House since 
Nellie Grant. 

Formal repudiation of her leg- 
endary position in national affairs 
is made by Mrs. Longworth in her 
personal.recoliections, “Some Rem- 
iniscenceés,” of which the first in- 
stallment (it is appearing in serial 
form) is published in the current 
(November) issue of the Ladies’ 
Home Jourgal. The article deals 
primarily, of course, with her 
childhood, including her early days 
in the White House after her father 
had been elevated to the presi- 
dency, following the assassination 
of President William McKinley. 

Politics a Daily Dish.

FE LONGER, EARNING 
PERIOD IS SHORTER 


Fact Cited to Missouri Voters as 
Argument for Old Age 
Pension. 


While preventive medicine has 
lengthened the average period of 
life, economic conditions have 


shortened the earning period of the 
average person. This fact ‘was 
urged as an argument for constitu- 
tional amendment No. 1, the Mis- 
souri old age pension proposal, in a 
radio talk yesterday by Abraham 
Epstein. executive secretary of the 
American Association for Old-Age 
Security. 

„The number of persons 65 years 
of age and over in the United 
States has risen in the past 50 years 
from a little over 1,000,000 to 7,000,- 
000 today,” Epstein said. “The ex- 
pectancy of life has increased to 
such an extent that most of us have 
a good chance to reach a ripe old 
age. While the period of life has 
been lengthened, the period of eco- 
nomic independence has been con- 
stantly shortened. Fewer and few- 
er people are able to find jobs in 
their old age. Indeed, most Amer- 
ican concerns today refuse to give a 
permanent job even to those who 
have just passed 35 or 40 years of 
e. 
“The disintegration of the family 
in the, United 2 has made de- 
pendence upon ildren or rela- 
tives a slim hope. Few children 
remain with their parents, and 
since the depression many of the 
children find it impossible to help 
their aged parents. 

“Many of the earlier provisions 
for old age security, such as sav- 
ings, investments and purchasing 
of homes, have suddenly disappear- 
ed during the past few years, 80 
the hopes for a secure old age have 
been completely shattered for mil- 
lions of older people. 

“In regard to public provisions 
for the aged, Missouri has far 
from an enviable record. The ma- 
jority of the Missouri almshouses. 
are a disgrace to a civilized state. 
Missouri today has 85 almshouses 
with about 3000 inmates. It is 
spending approximately $400 a 
year on each inmate and a total of 
about $1.200,000 a year. It is im- 
portant to bear in mind that 68 
cents of every dollar spent on these 
inmates goes into the cost of main- 
tenance for payroll. 

“On the same number of depend- 
ents, the State of New Tork, 
through a humane and adequate 


system of old age security, spends: 


only $900,000 a year. The same 
number of dependents in California 
through a pension system, cost 
$828,000; while in Wisconsin, 
through a pension system, it costs 
only about $700,000 to support the 
same number of aged persons.

today nutmeg and lemon rind give 
an unusual seasoning.

ARKANSAS CROPS PUT AT 
92 PCT, OF 10-YEAR AVERAGE 


By the Associated Press. * 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Oct. 17.— 
The cry of “too dry in August and 
September” is reflected in the pro- 
duction forecast of the State's 
principal crops, which at the be- 
ginning of the month were placed 
at 92.7 per cent of the 10-year av- 
erage, made public by Charles 8. 
Bouton, Federal State Crop Statis- 
tician. 

The, report shows an indicated 
production of 36,870,000 bushels 
of corn, as compared with the 
43,965,000 bushels produced last 
year in Arkansas. The drop was 
attributable in large part to the 
very poor condition of late plant- 
ings. 

Rice generally improved during 
September, the report said, when 
the weather turned cooler and 
more favorable. The estimated 
production was given at 7,332,000, 
as compared with 9,381,000 bush- 
els iast year. 

‘Although the condition of ap- 
ples Oct. 1 was 38 per cent of nor- 
mal, the cooler weather last month 
allowed for better growth and col- 
oring of the fruit. The forecast of 


-1,368,000 bushels for this year’s 


crop is about 200,000 bushels high- 
er than the Sept. 1 forecast. 

Freeze last March 7, destroyed 
a large part of the pear crop, the 
forecast for the year’s production 
beign 34,000 bushels, against 200,- 
000 last year.
